To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Burgess  Hill  Urban  District  Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1945. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  1 1.50  as  compared  with  13.67  for  the  previous 
year  and  with  11.4  for  England  and  Wales.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is 
39.06. 

No  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  from  Typhoid  Fever,  Scarlet  Fever 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  or  Measles. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  carried  out  energetically 
throughout  the  year  with  results  at  31st  December.  1945,  as  follows: —

The  attitude  of  the  parents  towards  immunisation  has  definitely  improved 
during  the  year,  and  the  increasing  rarity  of  any  local  discomfort  following 
the  injection  is,  I feel  sure,  playing  an  important  part  in  the  success  of  the 
scheme.

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Negotiations  are  in  progress  with  the  heads  of  all  private  schools  in 
the  area  with  a view  to  establishing  and  maintaining  an  accurate  immunisation 
record  of  all  pupils  under  fifteen  years,  on  the  same  system  as  that  employed 
for  elementary  schools.

In  September  Miss  Dean  joined  the  regular  staff  as  immunisation  clerk 
for  the  Cuckfield  Rural,  Cuckfield  Urban  and  this  district,  and  has  proved 
an  invaluable  addition.  The  keeping  of  adequate  records  appertaining  to 
“under  fives,”  school  children  and  expectant  mothers,  notifications  of  clinics 
and  home  visits,  and  attendance  at  clinics  throughout  the  three  districts  con- 
stitutes a full-time  undertaking.  Particular  attention  is  being  paid  to  Schick- 
testing,  both  after  the  original  course  and  again  at  five  years  of  age  when 
the  child  goes  to  school,  each  test  calling  for  two  visits.  A start  has  also  been 
been  made  in  the  re-testing  of  children  at  10  years  of  age,  and  this  is  being 
continued  during  the  present  year.  We  have  found  that  some  of  these 
children  have  reverted  to  the  Schick  positive  condition,  bearing  out  our  previous 
findings  that  a number  of  children  lose  their  immunity  over  a period  of  years, 
which  we  found  varied  from  4 per  cent,  after  two  years  to  18  per  cent,  after 
six  years.  At  present  the  numbers  are  insufficient  to  draw  proper  conclusions, 
but  the  percentage  after  nine  years  is  less  than  the  18  per  cent,  after  six  years, 
and  it  may  well  be  that  the  toxin  in  the  test  carried  out  at  five  years  of  age 
was  sufficient  to  stimulate  the  formation  of  anti-toxin  in  the  same  way  as  a 
“booster”  dose  of  A.P.T.  I take  the  view  that  whereas  a negative  Schick 
does  not  necessarily  imply  complete  protection  a positive  reaction  is  definite 
evidence  of  lack  of  protection. 

During  the  year  122  children  were  immunised  and  262  Schick-tested. 
Not  a single  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year. 

In  my  last  year’s  report  it  was  stated  that  an  endeavour  was  to  be  made 
to  protect  infants  from  diphtheria  during  their  first  year,  by  testing  expectant 
mothers  at  the  fifth  month  of  pregnancy  and  immunising  those  found  to  be 
Schick  positive.  By  this  means  it  was  hoped  that  the  immunity  would  be 
passed  on  to  the  infant.  During  the  year  sixty-three  expectant  mothers  were 
tested,  thirty-seven  (58  per  cent.)  being  positive,  twenty-one  (33  per  cent.) 
being  negative  and  five  giving  pseudo  reactions.  Of  the  positives  and  pseudos 
forty  received  a course  of  three  injections  of  T.A.F.  and  thirty-one  were  sub- 
sequently tested,  twenty-two  being  negative  and  nine  being  still  positive.  It 
is  intended  testing  the  infants  at  one  year  to  see  in  how  many  instances  the 
immunity  has  been  passed  on.  As  it  is  not  thought  that  this  immunity  in 
the  child  would  be  of  a lasting  nature,  it  is  intended,  after  reading  the  test, 
to  immunise  those  children  irrespective  of  the  result. 

In  cases  where  it  was  not  possible  to  contact  expectant  mothers  early 
in  pregnancy  a Schick  test  was  carried  out  on  those  who  were  willing  during 
the  puerperium,  with  a view  to  determining  whether  there  is  any  relation 
between  the  mother  and  child  in  respect  of  their  reactions  to  the  Schick  test. 
The  children  will,  of  course,  be  tested  at  one  year  of  age.  The  following

Of  the  positives  and  pseudos  : Forty  received  the  full  course  of  three 
injections  of  T.A.F.  Thirty-one  of  these  were 
subsequently  tested,  nine  being  still  positive  and 
twenty-two  negative. 

Note. — A “pseudo”  means  any  perceptible  reaction  on  the  right  arm. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  percentages  of  positives  in  both  groups  tested 
are  similar — a considerably  higher  figure  than  obtains  for  adults  in  the  cities 
of  this  country.  This  is,  of  course,  explained  by  the  absence  of  diphtheria 
in  this  area  over  a period  of  years. 

The  figures  for  the  testing  of  mothers  and  expectant  mothers  relate 
to  Cuckfield  Rural  and  Cuckfield  Urban  and  Burgess  Hill  Urban  Districts. 

My  best  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Duke,  who  carried  out  all  the  Schick- 
testing  and  gave  the  majority  of  the  inoculations,  and  it  is  principally  due  to 
his  efforts  and  those  of  Miss  Dean  that  such  excellent  results  have  been  obtained. 


SCABIES. 

Scabies  was  made  notifiable  in  1943,  and  this  has  proved  to  be  of  great 
assistance  in  dealing  with  the  disease.  The  number  of  cases  has  decreased 
from  119  in  1944  to  49  in  1945.  The  type  of  case  now  being  treated  is  much 
less  severe  than  formerly,  due  to  the  general  practitioners  and  the  general 
public  being  more  conversant  with  the  symptoms,  with  the  result  that  patients 
are  now  seen  earlier. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  take  vigorous  action 
against  certain  families  whose  children  at  school  inspections  were  repeatedly 
found  to  be  verminous.  Numerous  treatments  at  the  Clinic  of  individual 
children  have  failed  to  eliminate  these  foci,  owing  to  lack  of  co-operation  by 
the  parents  amounting,  at  times,  to  actual  obstruction.  The  preliminaries 
prescribed  in  the  Scabies  Order  were  accordingly  carried  out,  and  in  due  course 
summonses  were  issued  to  the  heads  of  the  two  households.  The  court 
administered  a severe  reprimand  in  each  case  and  imposed  a fine,  and  the 
effect  has  proved  most  salutary  both  to  the  culprits  and  the  neighbourhood 
generally.  Repeated  visits  by  the  health  visitor  and  sanitary  inspector  and 
the  exploitation  of  D.D.T.  in  various  forms  is  producing  good  results,  but  the 
focus  is  proving  difficult  to  eradicate  completely,  owing  probably  to  contacts 
outside  the  home. 
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HOUSING. 

As  in  other  districts  the  Housing  situation  during  the  year  was  far  from 
satisfactory.  There  were  many  cases  of  overcrowding,  including  some  in 
which  several  families  were  occupying  one  house.  The  demobilisation  of 
men  from  the  Forces  has  been  a big  factor  in  causing  this  overcrowding.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  over  150  applicants  for  houses  and  14  families 
had  been  accommodated  in  requisitioned  premises.  The  Council’s  programme 
for  1946  consists  of  the  provision  of  28  new  houses  in  St.  Andrew’s  Road 
and  the  building  of  a further  66  houses  on  the  West  Park  Estate. 


Mr.  J.  W.  Hobson  was  appointed  sanitary  inspector  in  July,  1945,  and 
my  thanks  are  due  to  him  for  his  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  department, 
and  to  Miss  Everson,  my  chief  clerk.  I also  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  consideration  and  support  I have  received  from  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTIONS. 


One  slaughterhouse  is  licensed  and  in  use  for  occasional  slaughtering 
of  animals  under  licence  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  During  the  year  33  pigs 
have  been  slaughtered,  and  all  have  been  inspected.  No  carcases  or  organs 
have  been  found  to  be  diseased  or  unsound.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Further  samples  have  been  taken  from  the  three  wells  which  supply 
six  premises  on  Ditchling  Common.  In  each  case  the  water  was  not  suitable 
for  consumption  in  its  untreated  state.  Negotiations  have  continued  during 
the  year  between  the  owners  and  the  Council  with  a view  to  obtaining  a piped 
supply,  but  no  satisfactory  conclusion  has  been  reached. 


DRAINAGE. 

The  continual  overflowing  of  cesspools  has  continued  to  cause  nuisances 
in  various  parts  of  the  district,  particularly  in  Folders  Lane,  where  the  position 
is  most  unsatisfactory.  During  the  year  further  representations  were  made 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  a revised  estimate  has  been  submitted.  It 
is  most  urgent  that  this  scheme  should  be  completed  as  early  as  possible. 

Much  delay  has  been  caused  in  the  emptying  of  cesspools  owing  to 
breakdowns  in  the  equipment  of  the  private  firm  which  undertakes  the  greater 
part  of  this  work  in  the  district. 

In  view  of  the  serious  deficiencies  of  the  cesspool  system  of  drainage^ 
it  is  recommended  that  in  future  the  erection  of  further  dwellings  should 
not  be  permitted  unless  a connection  to  a sewer  is  to  be  made. 

RATS  AND  MICE. 

A part-time  Rodent  operator  was  engaged  towards  the  end  of  the 
year,  and  has  been  kept  busy  dealing  with  complaints  from  residents  as  to 
the  presence  of  rats  at  their  premises.  A small  charge  is  made  for  carrying 
out  the  work.  In  addition,  the  Council’s  refuse  tip  has  received  attention 
and  a large  number  of  rats  killed. 

During  the  year  279  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose  at  73  separate 
premises,  and  33  infestations  were  found  and  dealt  with.  The  number  of 
complaints  received  was  54,  and  the  estimated  total  kill  is  380  rats. 

The  scientific  methods  evolved  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  are  employed, 
and  the  co-operation  of  the  public  is  requested  in  the  matter  of  reporting  the 
existence  of  rats  to  the  sanitary  inspector,  thus  assisting  in  the  reduction  of 
the  numbers  of  these  vermin  and  a consequent  saving  of  the  nation’s  food 
supplies.
